FLOWERING SEASON: ‘Starts latter part of 
March, reaching its height in April, May and 
June. In July and August you may still see 
many flowers. However, it cannot be expected 
to see all varieties in flower on one visit as 
some come early, others later. 


SIZES OF PLANTS 


SMALL PLANTS are started from mature cuttings 
and are from 6 inches long with or without 
branches. 


MEDIUM SIZE plants are 14 to 23 inches and 

are flowering size. However, these are not as 
well branched as the specimen and séll at a 
lower price. We have found this size ship with

SPECIMEN PLANTS are 2 ft. to 3 ft. except in 
dwarf types, and are better branched plants.

Epiphyllum Species and Hybrids 


Epiphyllum hybrids are the aristocrats of the 
cactus family. Their flowers contain all the hues 
of the prism, singly and in combinations so 
daring yet so charming that they simply take 
your breath away; still with that glowing color 
they combine a delicacy of texture in the bloom 
and a vigor of growth in the plant which are 
well-nigh incredible. 


To the gardener they afford a wide and fas- 
cinating field for experiment in the development 
of new forms and combinations of color; to the 
flower lover they offer new material for the 
adornment of home, office or person since they 
make attractive corsages as well as dazzling ar- 
rangements. To the color photographer they pre- 
sent in concrete form what he has dreamed but 
never expected to realize. And not only do their 
flowers intrigue, but their forms as they are 
grown on trellises and hanging from baskets 
make them interesting subjects. 


Sensitive to frost and to too much hot sun, 
they prefer a filtered sunlight and rich soil, so 
that they do well in sun rooms and porches, 
and in mild climates under trees either planted 
in the ground or in tubs, or hanging in baskeis 
from the limbs. 

Anyone who has started a collection of Epi- 
phyllums will welcome -the opportunity to add 
newly developed varieties, and even among the 
older and better known kinds there are many 
which will add joy and richness to the plants 
previously assembled, and even a small col-

PHYLLANTHOIDES 


NOPALXOCHIA PHYLLANTHOIDES 
(Deutsche Kaiserin) 


This is one of the oldest known species of the 
cascading free-flowering variety (B. & R.). Its 
true origin is not known. In 1651 it was found 
growing in Colombia, South America, and was 
figured by Hernandez in that year. Nopalxochia 
phyllanthoides has travelled through many coun- 
tries for many centuries and been known by 
many names, but the name that has stuck is 
Deutsche Kaiserin, or German Empress, which 
was given to it by a German botanist. Thus 
do we span the ages from the Aztec to the 
modern European. And while we know the 
species only from cultivated forms, we do know 
also that it was used as a parent in making 
hybrids many generations ago, though we do 
not find many of this size and formation in 


other than the pink shades. The flowers are 
used for corsages and table decorations, and 
also worn in the hair. 


Many years ago we chose this lovely lady 
to be the mother of a new line of hybrids, and 
today we have many of her children coming 
into flower. These hybrids have retained many 
of her fine qualities, her floriferousness, fine 
growth and delicate formation—to which have 
been added fine combinations of colors and 
greater vigor of growth. We have been more 
than rewarded for our work and patience. 


DEUTSCHE KAISERIN and hybrids. Any of these 
plants do well in baskets, although they may 
be grown in pots. They are best when al- 
lowed to follow their natural, drooping habit. 
They have small, flat crenated stems. 
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DEUTSCHE KAISERIN (No. 1)—Light pink, corolla 
tubular, back petals flaring and of a deep 
rose pink. These dainty flowers may be enjoy- 
ed from the time they start to bud until they are 
in full bloom and they flower over a long per- 
iod. Small plants 35c; medium 75c; specimen 
plants $1.50. 


DEUTSCHE KAISERIN (No. 2)— Variant of the 
above, but larger in size and of a more even 
pink. Small plants 35c. 


DEUTSCHE KAISERIN HYBRIDS 
Introduced by Mrs. W. D. Monmonier 


INFANTA (1942)—Scarlet red, corolla tubular, 
back petals flaring, 2 inches in diameter, plant 
growth small; compares favorably in form with 
pink Kaiserin. Free flowering. Small plants 
75c; medium 


PETITE-ROSE (1942)— Rose red, wide funnel 
shaped flower; 2¥2, plant growth small and 
deeply serrated. This variety has caused con- 
siderable sensation because of its profuse 
bloom and lovely habit of growth. Small plants 
75c; medium $2.00. 


FAIRY BELL (1941)—Graceful, bell-shaped flowers 
in deep fuchsia to purple, with a pencilled cen- 
ter stripe of maroon; at times flowers a solid 
purple. 24%. Free-flowering and a_ sporadic 
bloomer. Plant stems flat and small. Small 
plants 75c; medium 


We have many fine crosses of these plants which 
will be offered at a later date.

No. 299. JOSEPH GOEBBELS (C. K.)—Flowers full 
petaled, of a lovely clear pink, shaped like 
those of Kaiserin but larger. The plant grows 
fast and flowers freely which is the case with 
many hybrids of this type. Small plants 50c;

MANFRED VON RICHTHOFEN (C. K.)—Flowers 
of the Kaiserin type, a beautiful orchid color, 
with darker outer petals; inner petals frilled. 
Small plants 50c; medium 

ROSETTA—Clear rose-pink of a bright, solid tone: 
shaped like a rosebud with recurved outer 
petals and incurved inner ones. Plant growth 
small. Small plants 25c; medium $1.50. 
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RED ROSETTA—Carmine red, shaped like Rosetta 
with flowers slightly larger and growth a little 
heavier. Small plants 25c; medium $1.50. 


BASKET TYPES 


Having Flowers 4 to 6 Inches in Diameter 
Introduced by Mrs. W. D. Monmonier 


MARINKA (1942)—Flowers of a deep red color, 
waxy texture and a form like a wide open bell; 
the plant stem is small, and its pleasing habit 
of growth and vivid color have brought it into 
immediate popularity. Small plants 60c; med- 
ium 

SPARKLET (1942)—Color a brilliant henna as in 
Flor de sol. Corolla tubular, petals pointed, 
ends flaring, back petals slender and weli 
and well recurved; a very graceful form. Small 
plants 75c; medium 


BO-PEEP (1941)—Deep red, with a center stripe 
and heavy border of vivid purple-cerise; opens 
nearly flat; free-flowering and often flowers 
out of season. 


This variety has attracted much attention because 
of its brilliance. Listed in our 1941 catalog as 
Beau Peep. Small plants 75c; medium $1.50. 


DARDANELLA (1941)—Blood red, opens wide, 
with rounded petals and wavy edges. Plant 
growth broad and wavy with reddish tinge. 
The flowers greatiy resemble those of hibiscus, 
and the plant is distinctly of the basket type. 
Medium size flowers. Small plants 60c; med- 
ium $2.00. 


DAZZLER (1941)—Wide open flowers with pointed 
petals of a Chinese vermilion, very brilliant 
and nicely formed. The plant growth is strong 
though slender. The great merit of this plant lies 
in the brilliance of its color and the profusion 
of its inflorescence. Small plants 50c; medium 


DAINTY LADY (1941)—A flower opening flat with 
broad pointed petals, diameter 3 to 4 inches; 
The tints range from a delicate rose to cerise 
with contrasting vermilion sepals. The flower 
stem is short which makes it an excellent sub- 
ject for corsages. Plant growth slender. Small 
plants 50c; medium $2.50. 


TESORO (1941)—This flower has a wide grada- 
tion of color, as it has a markedly golden cen- 
ter stripe which shades out to a vermilion 
edge. The base is a deeper vermilion with a 
golden sheen. It opens wide, with pointed 
petals and has well recurved back petals. 
Small plants 60c; medium

MARIE VAN HOORDE — Delicate lavender pink 
often having short stripes of lavender. Excel- 
lent as a corsage flower, 4 inches in diameter. 
Small plant growth deeply crenated. Smail

WM. DE LAET—Medium sized flowers of a lovely 
tubular form, with violet inner petals quite ruf- 
fled, outer petals being blood red and erect, 
plant growth broad and wavy. A very good 
subject grown in baskets. Small plants 35ce:

WHITE, CREAM, AND YELLOW 
Introduced by Mrs. W. D. Monmonier 


FROST AUREA (1942)—White, with orange back 
petals, opens wide; stigma lobes deep yellow, 
matching orange back petals 8 inches. Plants 
have flat stems. Good bloomer. Small plants 
75¢c; medium 

GARDENIA (1942)—White, with erect medium yel- 
low back petals, wide cup formation, broad pet- 
als, 8 to 9 inches in diameter. One of its out- 
standing points is the gafdenia-like fragrance 
from which it derives its name. Stems of the 
plant are flat with deep serrations,...Small 
plants 75c; medium 


CRYSTAL — Pure white, broad rounded petals, 
opens flat; stamens and styles pure white, 10 
inches in diameter. Plant stems broad and 
deeply notched. Free flowering. An extra fine 
white. Small plants $1.00; medium 


EASTER MORN—Pure white flower 10 inches in 
diameter. Corolla is cup-shaped, back petals 
clear yellow and saucer-like. Petals broad and 
rounding; plant growth strong and deeply ser- 
rated. Its name is well suited to this beautiful 
flower. Small plants 75c; medium 

LOTUS — Large, crisply white, slightly cupped, 
with all petals standing well apart, medium 
yellow back petals. This variety may be 
grown in a basket. Small plant 60c; medium 


PRES. F. D. ROOSEVELT (1941)—This is an out- 
standing pure white, opens like saucer, pétals 
2 inch wide, having back pink petals. Flow- 
ers 9-10 inches in diameter, with a crepe-like 
appearance. Fragrant. Small plants 75c; med- 
ium 

WM. ROHBOCK—Pure glistening white, semi-flat, 
with numerous narrow over-lapping petals and 
flat plant stems, 10-in. Small plants $1.00; med- 
ium 

ACATLAN—Large wide-open white flowers with 
broad pointed petals and a feathered edge, 
outer petals yellow. Small plants 25c; medium 


BELGICA—Large, trumpet-shaped white flowers, 
wavy inner pétals surrounded by erect white 
ones, fragrant. The triangular plant stems are 
slightly crenated. Small plants 35c; medium 


CRENATUM—A true species of Epiphyllum; day 
flowering, pure white cup-shaped flowers, 7-in., 
slender growth, and makes a fine hanging 
basket plant. Small plants 25c; medium $1.50. 


COOPERI — Very fragrant large flowers which 
form at the base of the plant, outside petals 
yellow, inside petals white and wavy. Plant 


stems flat and slightly crenated. Small plants 
25c; medium $1.00. 

EDEN (R. W. P.)—Large, yellow outside petals; 
inner shading lighter to white. Fragrant. Excel- 
lent bloomer. Small plants 50c; medium 

GHOST (C. S.)—Large white, with narrow semi- 
pointed petals, corolla white, outer petals of a 
pinkish tone. Small plants 35¢; medium 


LONDONI—An old European variety which shows 
a considerable amount of yellow. The outer 
petals shade ftom brown through yellow to 
white in the inner petals. The corolla is cup- 
shaped and stems flat. Small plants 50c; med- 
jum 

MADONNA (C. S.)—Flower white and yellow, 
having large, ruffled petals which are both flat 
and broad and backed by yellow petals. Stems 
flat and wavy. Small plants 75c; medium 
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MOONRISE (R. W. P.)—Large flowers opening flat 
have symmetrically arranged petals like the 
spokes of a wheel. Outer petals amber, main 
petals white; but all except innermost ones 
tipped with bright yellow. The plant has vig- 
orous stems, mostly triangular, with others in a 
spiral form. Free flowering. Small plants 50c; 
medium 


MOUNT HOOD (T. M.)—Large, pure white corol- 
la; back petals clear medium yellow, opens 
wide, heavy triangular growth. Fast growing 
and may be trained in a basket. Small planis 
25c; medium 


ORIOLE — Especially large flowers sometimes 
opening to 11 inches of a cup and saucer 
shape. Its outer reddish brown petals blend 
into a deep yellow, leaving the center petals 
white. Plants strong and deeply crenated and 
make excellent basket plants. Small plants 25c;

OSWALD KNEBEL MEMORIAL (C. K.)— Fairly 
large white flowers with yellowish back petals. 
Semi-cup shaped flower, plant stems flat. Small 
plants 35c; medium 


OTTO SCHMIDT (C. K.)}—White petals with green 
tint, sepals light lemon. Small plants 35c; med- 
jum 

PAUL DE LONGPRE (F. W.)—Large flowers with 
narrow inner petals, deep yellow outer petals. 
All tips yellow which extend down on both 
sides of the center, leaving that a clear white. 
Small plants 35c; medium 


POLDI SVETNIC (C. K.)—Star-like flower wiih 
numerous narrow petals opening flat, 7 inches. 
Fast growing flat stems. Does well in a bas- 
ket. Small plants 35c; medium $1.50. 


SHASTA (C. S.)—Medium size, pure white of a 
delicate transparence. Plants are_ slightly 
thorny. Stock limited. Small plants 75c; med- 
ium 


WODAN (C. K.)—Large flowers with a pure white 
corolla, inner petals broad with frilly edges; 
back petals yellow. 9 inches in diameter. Opens 
wide. Plant stems broad. Small plants 50c;

CARMEL — Medium to large, cup-shaped; full 
petaled; rose-salmon shading to a deep copper 
base. Petals broad and crepy especially at 
base. Short flower stem. Plant growth triangu- 
lar and flat. Small plants 60c; medium 


DIBUK—Soft rose-salmon shades to orange, cen- 
ter stripes to buff, innermost petals wavy. All 
petals appear to recurve at tips. 7-in. Opens 
flat. Plant stems flat, other triangular; free 
flowering. Small plants 60c; medium $3.00. 
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EBONITE — Light even color throughout, 


large, shaped like Padre; corolla bell-shaped; 


rose, 


petals wavy, back petals narrow and radiat- 


ing. Free flowering. Plant stems flat. Small 
plants 60c; medium $3.00. 
ELATA—Large, broad rounding petals; flowers 


deep pink with darker center stripe and light 
cerise base. Opens semi-flat, back petals flar- 


ing. Plant stems flat. Small plants 75c; med- 


ium 


EL VALSE—Delicate yellow-salmon shades, soft 
golden center stripe shading to a delicate sal- 
mon on edges. Medium to large; full broad ruf- 
fled petals. This is a new shade and very beau- 
tiful. Plant growth mostly triangular and grey 
green. Small plants 75c; medium 


ELYSIAN—Large, clear rose-pink; carmine center; 
broad rounding, flaring petals; anthers orchid; 
pistil and stigma light carmine. Plant growth 
light green, broad and strong. Delicate colora- 
tion. Small plants 75c medium 


ENCANTO—In delicate shade of pink-salmon; viv- 
id light lavender-cerise eye, 1 inch in depth, 
forming a perfect ring; back petals and sepals 
apricot. Petals full, broad and semi-pointed. 
The whole flower has a feathery appearance. 
Strong plant growth. Medium; very beautiful 
coloring. Small plants 75c; medium 


GLORIOSA—FExtra large; flat, full, semi-rounding 
petals, back petals in apricot and flaring, cen- 
ter stripe in apricot, shading to a soft pink-sal- 
mon edge with a deep lavender-cerise base i 
inch in depth. Opens flat. Short flower stem. 


This is a magnificent flower. Small plants 75c; 
medium $2.50. 


ILLEANA—Coral. similar to Argus in shape, dif- 
fering in that this is a light coral with a scarlet 
red center. Plant growth vigorous and flat; 
short flower stem. Small plants 60c; medium 


MAZURKA (1941)—Delicate cerise toned pink, sal- 
mon center stripe shading to delicate rose on 
edges and cerise base. Petals broad, semi- 
pointed; plant flat stems, very lovely. Small 
plants 75c; medium 


MELODY—Magnificent in new shades of salmon, 
wide open flowers; broad, overlapping petals, 
shading from a light golden-salmon shade at 
base of petals to a light apricot on edges; flesh 
undertone throughout flower. All petals crink- 
led and wavy. Plant growth vigorous and 
broad. Small plants $1.00; medium 


MELROSE — Buff-rose, extra large with wide, 
broad, rounding petals standing well apart. 
Corolla wide, cup-shaped; base of petals a 


light lavender extending well up the outer 
edges and blending to a silvery edge. Back 
petals a tannish color and slender. Plant 


growth broad, deeply notched and strong; very 
beautiful. Small plants $1.00; medium 


PERFECTA — Salmon-apricot, large, almost flat, 
broad, pointed petals; back petals well re- 
curved. Short flower stem. Plant growth slen- 
der. Small plants 75c; medium 


RICHARD DIENER—Corolla delicate apricot, shad- 
ing to a deeper apricot on edges. Base in a 
vibrant cerise 1 inch deep, forming a perfect 
ring. Semi-flat, full, broad, rounding, wavy 
petals of a crepy texture; sepals light orange, 
tinged violet. 10-in flower. An exceptionally 
beautiful flower. Plant growth mostly flat; 
strong and free flowering. Small plants $1.00; 
medium 


ROYALROSE—Rose-buff shading throughout. Base 
in deep lilac color, blending to a silvery edge. 
Opens saucer-like, broad, rounding petals; 
back petals slender and long. 10-in. Plant 
broad. Strong, deeply notched; unusual color- 
ing and very beautiful. Small plants 75c; med- 
ium 

SAMITE—FExira fine, light salmon center stripe 
shading to a deeper pink on edges. Opens flat, 
full broad petals, wavy edges; all petals curl- 
ing gracefully. Large. Small plants 75c; med- 
ium 

SYLVIAROSA—Buff- rose, with deep lilac suffu- 
sion in the corolla and at base shading to a 
silvery edge; inner petals funnel-shaped, back 
petals radiating and standing well apart. This 
large variety is similar to Royalrose in color, 
but quite different in form and less petals. 
Both are very fine. Medium to large. NOTE: 
The name Sylviarosa in preference to Silvarosa. 
Small plants 60c; medium $2.50. 

SPLENDOR — Large, almost flat flower, semi- 
rounding petals. Center of petals shading from 
a rose to light cerise center; short back petals 
in carmine. Small plants 75c; medium 

TREASURE ISLAND—Light peach- salmon with 
brilliant light lavender-cerise base. Semi-single; 
petals over-lapping well, wide and rounding. 
Outstanding are the brilliant cerise stamens. 
Large, extra fine flower. Small plants $1.00; 
medium

ADONIS—Pink, lilac sheen; rose lilac center; flat, 
round, broad petals, 9 to 10 inches. Small 
plants 35¢; medium $1.50. 

AGATHA—Salmon-pink, large with deep cherry- 
red center. Opens wide; robust growth. Flat 
meee good bloomer. Small plants 25c; medium 
$1.50. 

ARGUS — Salmon- pink with cherry-red center. 
Flowers medium to large. Robust plant, good 
trained on a trellis.

CHIAPASIA NELSONI— An especially good 
bloomer. The buds are tubular at the base and 
of an exquisite lilac pink, and they open with 
a flattened appearance toward the tips. The 


corolla is formed of 5 pointed petals, 2 inches 
in diameter, and has the appearance of a 
morning glory. Stamens and pistils both white 
and extend well beyond the petals. Flowers 
freely, day bloomer. As a plant it is of inter- 
esting habit; the stems are slender and it 
sends up canes from the base which sub- 
sequently branches out, with the result that 
plants sometimes grow quite tall. This species 
has great possibilities for the hybridizer. So far 
we have flowered only one of its hybrids which 
will be listed at a later date.

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Cultural Directions 


All Epiphytes, without exception, require a free movement of air. Plants under cultivation 


in colder climates should be under lath for at least six weeks (more if possible) for hardiness. 
During the winter months they must be kept above 32 degrees F. They especially like filtered sun- 
light. 


POTTING SOIL: 


3 parts well decomposed leaf mould. 

1 part course sand or decomposed granite. 

1 part peat moss. 

1 part well rotted manure, ¥% cup steamed bone meal to 5 gallons of mixture. 


Peat moss is optional. It would be beneficial in high temperature regions, as it would 
help hold the moisture. The plants must have good drainage at all times. 


FERTILIZING: About a month after the plant has flowered and during which time it has 
rested, the Epiphyllum should be repotted if necessary, in the regular soil mixture and allowed to 
become re-established in new soil, after this rest fertilizing may be resumed. Any good chemical 
fertilizer made for general use may be used and use it according to directions. In August or Sep- 
tember discontinue all fertilizer until all danger of frost is over; then resume the fertilizer until the 
plants are well in bud; then discontinue until after rest period. 


We do regret that our information must be brief. It is impossible to cover the subject here. 
For books on this and many other subjects, FRANK R. MARK, 825 Elyria Drive, Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, handles many fine books. 


WATERING: The amount of watering will depend on the weather conditions. Twice a week 
will suffice except when the weather is very hot, then it will be necessary to water once a day. 
A light overhead spray will not injure them even when in bud, unless excessive force is used. 
Keep dust washed off plants and it will help keep them healthy. After flowering, it is best to 
allow plants to rest for about one month. During this period reduce the watering but at no time 
should the plants be allowed to become completely dry. 


Our winter months are the natural growing season of the Epiphyllum. 
NOTE: Always stake up plants after planting until they take root. 


The amateur can grow healthy plants and enjoy beautiful flowers in his leisure time if 
general directions are followed with imagination and patience. Keep plants clean. Learn the 
simple rules for ventilation, watering, and shade, and your efforts will be well rewarded. 


Diameter of flowers given is for maximum size; flowers do not attain this size until second 
or third year when properly cared for. Also, the color of flowers may be greatly influenced by 
climatic conditions and fertilizers. 


NOTE: Diseases and insects are covered in our 1941 catalog. 
If plants become shriveled after flowering, do not become alarmed. They will come back. 
Feel free to inquire about any plant listed in our catalog and not listed here.
